The  Adirondack  Railwaj  Company  was  incorporated  as  a  reorganization  of  a 
covboration  known  as  "The  Adirondack  Company "  under  a  plan  or  agreement 
filealtt  the  olfice  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  1882,  and  entered 
into  ill  pursuance  of  the  second  section  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  o^  the  State  of 
New  York  known  as  chapter  240  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  and  **  An  act  to  facilitate 
the  reorganization  of  railroads  sold  under  mortgage  and  providing  for  the  forma- 
tion of  new  companies  in  such  cases  "  as  amended  hy  chapter  446  of  the  Laws  of 
1876.  The  said  Adirondack  Company  was  incorporated  October  24, 1863,  iu  pursu- 
ance of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  known  as  chapter  236  of  the  Laws  of  186^5,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law,  except  so  far  as  the  same  is 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  1863.  By  articles  of  association 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  and  empowered  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  from  some  point  in  the 
county  of  Saratoga,  up  and  along  the  valley  of  the  Upper  Hudson  in  the  wilder- 
ness in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  to  purchase,  take  and  hold  lands  to  the 
amount  of  one  million  of  acres  in  said  wilderness,  in  addition  to  the  land  it  was 
authorized  to  take  under  the  general  railroad  law,  to  convert  and  prepare  for 
market  the  natural  products  of  the  forest ;  to  mine  and  prepare  for  market  the 
iron  and  other  ores  and  minerals  upon  its  lands,  and  to  transport,  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same.  And  ''The  Adirondack  Railway  Company,  by  virtue  of  its  incor- 
poration, and  under  such  reorganization,  became  and  is  vested  with  and  entitled 
to  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  possessed  of  all 
the  lands,  property  and  immunities  possessed  by  the  said  Adirondack  Company  as 
covered  by  its  mortgage  and  sold  under  the  proceedings  to  enforce  the  same,  pur- 
suant to  the  said  act  of  1876."

The  Buffalo,  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Companv  was  organized  in  the  year 
1857,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
completing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in  the 
county  of  Erie,  to  the  village  of  Coming,  in  the  county *of  Steuben,  State  of  New 
York. 

On  or  about  February  27,  1863,  the  railiipad  and  certam  property  appurtenant 
thereto  were  leased  to  the  Erie  Railway  Company  for  the  period  of  490  years 
from  the  first  day  of  May,  1863,  for  an  annual  rent  of  $233,100  ;  the  lessee  com- 
pany further  covenanting  to  pay  the  taxes  and  assessments  imposed  on  the  demised 
premises  and  property. 

The  agreement  of  lease  was  duly  recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  the 
counties  along  the  line  of  the  railroad. 

The  Erie  Railway  Company  operated  the  demised  property  of  the  Buffalo,  New 
York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  until  the  appointment,  on  or  about  the  26th  day 
of  May.  1875,  of  a  receiver  of  the  said  Erie  Railway  Company  under  foreclosure 
proceedings  instituted  against  that  company.  Subsequently,  and  in  the  year  1878, 
all  the  propertv  and  franchises  of  the  Erie  Railway  Company  were  sold,  under  a 
decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on  foreclosure  of  a  mort- 
gage on  such  property,  to  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  said  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad  Company  thus 
succeeded  to  the  rights  of  the  Erie  Railway  Company,  under  the  agreement  of 
lease  of  February  27,  1863,  and  is  now  operating  the  property  leased  by  the  Buf- 
falo, New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company.

The  Delhi  and  Middletown  Railroad  Company  was  first  incorporated  by  articles 
of  association  sabscribed  and  sworn  to  on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1870,  which 
said  articles  and  affidavits  thereto  annexed  were  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  1870. 

The  said  Delhi  and  Middletown  Railroad  Company  was  organized  by  and  under 
an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  April  2, 1850,  and 
known  as  chapter  140,  and  also  as  chapter  282,  passed  April  15,  1854. 

The  said  Delhi  and  Middletown  Railroad  Company  executed  a  deed  of  trust  or 
mortgage  of  its  railroad  and  property  connected  therewith  to  the  National  Trust 
Company  of  the  city  of  New  York,  the  trustees  for  the  bondholders  of  the  bonds 
issued  under  and  secured  by  said  mortgage,  dated  July  1,  1872.  That  the  said 
railroad  and  property  and  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  were,  on  the  10th  day 
of  December,  ISiSl,  sold  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  judgment  or  decree  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  William  C.  Sheldon,  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  the  same  were  conveyed  to  him  by  William  H.  Johnson,  ref- 
eree, under  and  in  pursuance  of  said  iudgment  or  decree,  by  deed  bearing  date 
December  10,  1881  ;  and  the  said  William  C.  Sheldon  associated  with  him  certain 
other  persons  and  organized  a  new  railroad  company' known  as  the  Delhi  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  extending  from  the  village  of  Delhi  to  a  point 
on  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  railroad  known  as  Arkville,  a  distance  of  about  thirty 
miles,  all  in  Delaware  county,  State  of  New  York.  The  said  Delhi  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company  was  organized  by  and  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  April  2,  1850,  and  an  act  to  amend  said  act, 
passed  April  2,  1850,  and  by  the  act  of  April  15,  1854.  The  articles  of  associa- 
tion of  the  Delhi  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  were  duly  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  the  second  day  of 
December,  1882,  and  to  continue  ninety-nine  years. 

The  Delhi  and  Middletown  organization  (about  the  year  of  1872  and  1873) 
graded  partially  about  thirteen  miles  of  its  line  of  railroad,  and  since  that  date 
no  work  has  been  done  of  any  kind.

This  company  was  organized  on  May  28,  1870,  under  the  act  passed,  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hudson  Highland  Suspension  Bridge  Company , "  being 
chapter  382,  passed  April  27, 1868,  authorizing  the  company  to  erect  and  maintain 
a  bridge  over  the  Hudson  river  between  Verplank*s  Point  and  Buttermilk  Falls 
on  said  river. 

The  company's  charter  was  amended  by  chapter  769,  passed  May  9, 1870,  author-

The  Flushing  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  under  the  General  Railroad 
Act,  in  the  year  1852,  and  constructed  its  road  from  Hunter's  Point,  easterly,  along 
Newtown  creek  for  about  two  and  one-half  miles,  thence  north-easterly  to  Flush- 
ing. In  the  year  1859  the  first  mortgage  was  foreclosed,  and  the  road  was  pur* 
chased  by  Abram  S.  Hewitt,  who,  in  the  year  1859,  conveyed  to  the  New  York  and 
Flushing  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  General  Railroad 
Act  in  that  year. 

In  the  year  1864  the  Flushing  and  Woodside  Railroad  CompAny  was  formed 
under  the  General  Railroad  Act,  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  independent  line 
from  Flushing,  via  Woodside,  to  Hunter's  Point ;  this  company  acquired  the  nec 
essary  right  of  way  from  Flushing  as  far  as  Woodside,  and  expended  considerable 
money  in  construction.  Thereupon,  in  the  year  1864.  the  Flushing  and  North 
Side  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  the  General  Railroad  Act,  and  sub- 
sequently, pursuant  to  chapter  142  of  the  Laws  of  1869,  became  consolidated  with 


LoKG  Island  City  and  Flushinq. 


the  Flashing  and  Woodside  Railroad  Company,  still  preservincf  the  corporate  title 
of  Flushing  and  North  Side  Railroad  Company,  and  acquired,  by  purchase,  that 
part  of  the  New  York  and  Flushing  railroad  extending  from  Winfield  to  Flush- 
ing. The  Flushing  and  North  Side  Railroad  Company  then  constructed  the  road 
from  Huntnr's  Point  to  Woodside,  and  thence  to  Winfield,  and  also  constructed 
the  road  which  branches  from  the  main  line  a  short  distance  west  of  Flushing, 
and  runs  through  the  northerly  part  of  Flushing,  and  through  College  Point  to 
Whitestone. 

In  the  year  1880  the  first  mortgage  of  the  Flushing  and  North  Side  Railroad 
Company  was  foreclosed  and  its  property  conveyed  to  the  Long  Island  City  and 
Flushing  Railroad  Company,  which  was  organized  under  the  General  Railroad 
Act  in  1881 ;  and  in  the  same  year  the  last-named  corporation,  under  chapter  444 
of  the  Laws  of  1859,  leased  its  road  to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  by 
which  company  the  road  is  now  operated. 

During  the  year  1884,  the  Long  Island  City  and  Flushing  Railroad  Company 
purchased  the  line  of  road,  about  six  miles  in  length,  extendinc^  from  Flusliing 
to  Qreat  Neck,  and  formerly  owned  by  the  North  Shoro  Railroad  Company.

property,  etc.,  February  1,  1877,  and  since  then  has  operated  the  road,  as  sho^m 
by  its  annual  reports.

This  company  was  organized  by  the  consolidation  on  November  1,  1869,  of  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company.

Articles  of  agreement  taking  effect  as  of  May  1,  1853,  were  filed  May  17,  1853 ; 
the  first  board  of  directors  elected  July  6»  and  the  whole  line  delivered  to  the  new 
company  August  1,  1853. 

The  organization  of  the  consolidated  roads,  as  mentioned  above,  forming  the 
New  York  Central  railroad,  was  as  follows : 

The  Albany  and  Schenectady,  chartered  in  1826  as  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson, 
was  opened  September  12,  1831,  and  was  the  first  railroad  built  in  the  State  of  New 
York.    In  1847  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Albany  and  Schenectady. 

The  Schenectady  and  Troy  was  chartered  in  1836  and  opened  in  1842. 

The  Utica  and  Schenectady  was  chartered  in  1833  and  opened  August  1. 1836. 

The  Mohawk  Valley  filed  articles  January  21,  ia51,  and  December  28,  1852.  The 
company  was  merged  in  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  under  the  act 
of  1853. 

The  Syracuse  and  Utica  was  chartered  in  1836,  and  opened  July  3,  1839.  . 

The  Syracuse  and  Utica,  Direct,  was  organized  under  the  general  law  and  filed 
articles  January  26, 1853.  It  was  merged  in  the  New  York  (Antral  Railroad  Com- 
I)any  under  the  act  of  1853. 

The  Rochester  and  Syracuse  was  a  consolidation  (August  1, 1850)  of  the  Auburn 
and  Rochester  and  the  Auburn  and  Syracuse.  The  Auburn  and  Rochester,  char- 
tered in  1836,  was  opened  in  August,  1841,  and  the  Auburn  and  Syracuse,  char- 
tered in  1834.  was  opened  in  June,  1838.  The  Direct  Line  was  opened  in  1853. 
«  The  Buffalo  and  Rochester  was  a  consolidation  (December  7,  1850)  of  the  Attica 
and  Buffalo  and  the  Tonawanda.  In  1852  this  company  opened  a  direct  road  from 
Buffalo  to  Batavia,  keeping  that  part  of  the  Attica  and  Buffalo  line  between  Attica 
and  Batavia  as  a  branch.  The  Attica  and  Buffalo  was  chartered  in  1836  and  opened 
in  1842,  and  the  Tonawanda,  chartered  in  1832,  was  opened  in  1842. 

The  Rochester,  Lockport  and  Niagara  Falls  was  originally  the  Lockport  and 
Niagara  Falls,  chartered  in  1834  and  opened  in  1838.  In  December,  1850,  the 
Rochester,  Lockport  and  Niagara  Falls  Railroad  C'Ompany  was  organized  and 
rebuilt  the  road. 

The  Buffalo  and  Lockport  filed  articles  April  27,  1852,  and  was  in  progress  at 
the  date  of  consolidation.    The  road  was  opened  in  1854. 

TJie  following  roads  were  leased  and  subsequently  merged  in  the  consolida- 
tion, viz.: 

'  The  Rochester  and  Lake  Ontario,  in  1855. 
The  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls,  in  1855. 
The  Lewiston,  in  1855. 
The  Saratoga  and  Hudson  River,  in  1867. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company  was  Issued  at  par  in  exchange  for 
that  of  the  lessor  company's,  respectively,  under  authority  of  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  Saratoga  and  Hudson  River  Road  was  leased  on  November  2,  1881,  to  the 
New  York.  West  Shore  and  Buffalo  Railroad  Company  for  475  years,  the  rental 
for  the  entire  period  having  been  commuted  for  $400,000. 

The  Niagara  Bridge  and  Canandaigua  railroad,  originally  the  Canandaieua  and 
Niagara  Falls,  filed  articles  March  1,  1851,  was  opened  April  1,  1854,  and  leased 
to  the  New  York  Central  September  1,  1858,  at  six  per  cent  on  $1,000,000  stock. 

The  Hudson  River  Raimioad  Company. 

This  company  was  chartered  May  12,  1846.  and  road  opened  through  its  entire 
length  from  New  York  to  East  Albany  October  3,  1851. 

Previous  to  the  consolidation  of  the  Hudson  River  railroad  with  the  New  York 
Central  railroad,  it  had  leased  the  Troy  lOid  Greenbush  road,  running  from  Troy 
to  Greenbush,  and  which  road  was  chartered  in  January,  1845,  and  leased  to  the 
Hudson  River  road  June  1,  1851,  for  seven  per  cent  on  $275,000  capital  stock. 
The  lease  runs  during  the  time  of  the  charter  or  any  extension  thereof.  The 
lease  was  assumed  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  on  con- 
solidation. 
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Thb  New  York  Cextbal  aitd  Hudson  Ritkr  Raii^road  Gompakt. 
This  compcnj  has  added  to  it  the  following  lines,  riz. : 

The  New  York  and  Harlem  road  chartered  April  25,  1831,  and  corporate  exist- 
ence extended  December  28,  1874,  four  hundred  years,  leased  its  steam  portion 
running  from  Fortj-second  street.  New  York  city,  to  Chatham  (lease  dated  April 
1,  1873,  and  expires  April  1,  2274),  the  annual  rent  paid  being  interest  on  its 
funded  debt,  and  eight  per  cent  on  its  capital  stock.  This  lease  covers  the  New 
York  and  Mahopac  road,  chartered  March  7,  1871,  and  lease  dated  June  17,  1872, 
from  Golden*s  Bridge  to  Lake  Mahopac,  seven  miles,  the  rent  being  nominal,  as 
the  whole  of  its  capital  was  owned  by  the  Harlem  Company  and  transferred  under 
the  lease.    Lease  expires  December  31,  1971. 

The  Spuyten  Dayvil  and  Port  Morris  railroad  connecting  the  Harlem  to  the 
Hudson  River  at  Spujrten  Duyvil,  a  distance  of  six  miles,  chiutered  April  24,  1867, 
lease  dated  November  1,  1^1,  and  expires  December  31,  1970.  Annual  rent, 
eight  per  cent  on  cost  of  f989,(KX). 

The  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh  railroad,  lease  dated  Januarys, 
1873,  and  expires  January  3,  2273.  Annual  rent  is  interest  on  $2,900,000  bonds, 
at  seven  per  cent,  and  three  per  cent  on  6,500  shares  of  stock. 

The  Syracuse  Junction  railroad  was  built  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  railroad  to  take  the  two  freight  tracks  of  its  four-track  system  around  the 
city  of  Syracuse.  It  was  leased  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company,  April  10,  1875,  as  a  legal  formality,  and  subsequently  absorbed 
under  autnority  of  law. 

The  Junction  (BufEaJo)  railroad  was  built  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company  to  connect  its  main  lines  between  E^t  Buffalo  and  North 
Buffalo.  It  was  leased  April  10,  1875,  and  absorbed  by  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  the  same  as  the  Syracuse  Junction  railroad. 

The  Geneva  and  Lyons  railroad  was  built  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  railroad  to  connect  Geneva  on  the  Auburn  branch  with  Lyons  on  the  main 
line,  a  distance  of  fourteen  miles.  It  will  in  time  be  leased  and  absorbed  by  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad. 

The  two  Hudson  river  bridges  crossing  the  Hudson  river  between  East  Albany 
and  Albany  are  owned  nominally  by  a  separate  organization  called  the  *'  Hudson 
River  Bridge  Company."  This  ownership  is  vested  in  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  three-fourths,  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  rail- 
road one-fourth.  Except  for  foot  passengers  they  are  used  exclusively  for  rail- 
road purposes.  Each  compau}^  pays  proportionately  for  expenses  of  mainte- 
nance and  operating. 

The  Troy  Union  Railroad  Company  is  a  line  used  jointly  by  lines  terminating 
at  the  city  of  Troy,  and  runs  into  a  T  Inion  passenger  depot.  The  line  was  char- 
tered in  1851,  and  originally  owned  by  the  city  of  Troy,  but  was  disposed  of  to 
the  railroad  companies  —  one-half  to  the  New  York  C-entral  and  Hudson  River 
railroad,  one-fourth  to  the  Troy  and  Boston  railroad,  and  one-fourth  to  the  Rens- 
selaer and  Saratoga  railrcMul.  Each  company  pays  its  proportion  of  maintenance 
and  operating,  and  runs  over  it  with  its  own  trains.

This  company  was  organized  August  15,  1879.  Immediately  thereafter  it  ac- 
quired the  necessary  franchises  and  authority  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
across  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  from  Gowanus  bay  through  Thirty-sixth  street  to 
Seventh  avenue,  thence  through  Thirty -seventh  street  to  the  city  line.  The  com- 
pany also  acquired  land  at  the  foot  of  Thirty-sixth-  street  from  private  parties, 
and  later  obtained  from  the  State  a  deed  of  the  land  under  water,  making  a  total 
area  of  nearly  seventeen  acres  of  land.  In  October,  1879,  the  company  commenced 
the  construction  of  its  line,  and  built  a  wooden  trestle  on  the  line  of  Thirty-sixth 
street  out  into  Gowanus  bay,  a  distance  of  2.572  feet.  At  the  initial  point  a  solid 
bulk-head  was  built.  The  street  was  graded  and  steel  rails  laid  upon  a  portion  of 
the  line.  Later,  the  company  were  delayed  and  embarrassed  by  expensive  litiga- 
tion, and  on  the  25th  of  August,  1880,  the  entire  road,  franchises,  rights,  interests 
and  property  was  leased  to  Edmund  Roderick  Terry,  and  by  him  assigned  to  the 
New  York  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company.  Subsequently,  on  the  28th  day  of 
June,  1882,  the  company  executed  an  agreement  with  the  New  York  and  Atlantic 
Railroad  Company  ratifying  and  confirming  the  lease  as  between  the  two  compa- 
nies. The  consideration  of  the  lease  is  one-quarter  of  the  net  earnings  of  the 
New  York  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company  up  to,  but  not  to  exceed  the  yearly 
sum  of  $25,000.  The  New  York  and  Atlantic  Company  were  to  complete  and 
operate  the  line  at  their  own  expense  and  pay  all  betterments  and  cnarges  of 
every  description.

NXIW  TORE,  WOODHAVEN  AND  ROOEAWAT. 

(Date  of  charter.  May  %h  lBi9.) 


The  New  York,  Woodhaven  and  Rockaway  Railroad  Company  was  organized  in 
the  year  1877,  under  statutes  authorizing  the  building  of  railroads,  law  passed 
April  2,  1850,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof.  Authorized  capital  stock 
at  that  time,  $600,000.  In  the  year  1879  the  capital  stock  was  increased  to 
$1,000,000,  and  first  mortgage  seven  per  cent  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000, 
were  authorized  to  be  issued.  The  road  was  built  by  contract  for  $1,000,000  stock 
and  $1,000,000  bonds.  The  amount  given,  $2,308,186.14,  represents  the  total  cost 
of  construction  and  equipment,  after  the  car  trust  is  satisfied.  In  the  year  1881. 
December  81st,  it  was  deemed  best  to  reorganize  the  financial  affairs  of  the  com- 
pany. The  consent  of  all  the  bondholders  having  been  obtained,  it  was  reorganized 
under  the  following  plan  : 


*  To  January,  1884.  No  election  by  board  to  1111  vacancy. 
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The  $1,000,000  first  mortgage  seven  per  cent  bonds  were  sdrrendered,  canceled, 
and  $1,000,000  income  bonds  issued  in  their  place  ;  a  new  first  mortgage  six  per 
cent  bond  was  then  created  for  $600,000  bearing  six  per  cent  interest  per  annum, 
the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be  used  as  follows:  ^rst,  to  pay  back  interest  on 
first  mortgage  seven  per  cent  bonds,  interest  on  car  trust  and  floating  debt ;  second, 
to  satisfy  the  car  trust,  and  tUe  remainder  to  be  used  in  improving  and  equipping 
the  road  for  the  better  accommodation  of  its  business. 

Since  the  reorganization  it  has  earned  its  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges. 

The  company,  for  its  terminal  facilities,  entered  into  the  following  agreement 
with  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  :  they  to  pay  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
Company,  on  account  of  the  business  between  Rockaway  Beach,  Bush  wick  and 
Long  Island  City,  twenty -five  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  from  such  business; 
and  from  Rockaway  ^ach  to  Flatbush  Avenue,  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  gross 
earnings  ;  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  to  furnish  motive  power  between  Flat- 
bush  avenue  and  Woodhaven,  depot  facilities  at  Long  Island  City,  Bushwick  and 
Flatbush  avenue,  and  give  the  New  York,  Woodhaven  and  Rockaway  Railroad 
Company  privilege  of  running  its  trains  over  the  tracks  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road Company  between  Glendale  Junction  and  Long  Island  City. 

The  foregoing  statement  will  give  a  true  and  correct  account  of  the  operations 
of  the  road  since  the  reorganization  of  its  financial  affairs.

No  reorganization  of  the  Poughkeepsie,  Hartford  and  Boston  Railroad 
Company  has  yet  been  made,  and  the  referee  has  not  yet  deeded  the  portion  of 
tbe  road  between  Boston  Cbrners  and  the  river,  at  the  west  end,  to  the  purcbaser, 
who  bought  it  at  the  sale  in  the  interest  of  the  holders  of  tbe  securities  of  the 
company  All  tbe  purchase-money  paid  by  tbe  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western 
Riulroad  Compai^  was  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  portion  of  the  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  tbe  Poughkeepsie,  Hartford  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  and  a  por- 
tion of  tbe  floating  debt  secured  by  pledge  of  those  bonds  as  collateral.

Tlie  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  Company  was  oi^anized  and  chartered 
April  14,  1832,  to  run  from  Troy  to  Ballston,  twenty-five  miles.  The  construction 
'of  same  commenced  soon  thereafter. 

At  the  great  fire  at  Troy,  May  10,  1862,  all  the  books  and  most  of  the  company's 
papers  were  destroyed,  consequently  we  have  no  date  of  the  opening  of  the  road. 

June,  1860,  the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  Company  leased  the  SaratogE 
and  Schenectady,  and  the  Albany  and  Vermont  railroad.  In  1865,  the  Rensselaer 
and  Saratoga  Railroad  Company  leased  the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall  railroad,  and 
the  Rutland  and  Washington  railroad.  In  1868,  the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Rail- 
road Company  leased  and  became  owners  of  all  the  capital  stock  of  the  Glens 
Falls  railroad.  February,  1870,  the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  Company 
leased  the  Rutland  and  Whitehall  railroad. 

The  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  Company  began  with  twenty-five  miles 
of  road.  The  present  miles  of  road  now  owned  by  the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga 
Railroad  Company  is  about  200  miles.  May  1,  1871,  the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga 
Railroad  Company  leased  all  its  roads  and  leased  lines  to  the  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Canal  Company,  which  are  now  operated  by  them. ,

The  road  was  put  under 
contract  for  construction  in  the  fall  of  1870,  and  work  was  commenced  in  Decem- 
ber of  that  year,  and  the  work  was  prosecuted  to  completion  on  January  15,  1872, 
at  which  time  the  New  York  and  Oswego  Midland  Railroad  Company  took  posses- 
sion of  the  same  and  operated  from  that  date,  and  the  permanent  lease  of  the 
same  was  executed  on  said  last-mentioned  date.  The  company  continued  to  oper- 
ate the  road  under  that  lease  until  the  company  became  bankrupt  and  went  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  and  the  receiver  operated  the  same  for  some  time,  after 
which  a  surrender  of  the  same  was  made  to  the  lessees,  and  then  a  new  lease, 
upon  the  same  terms  as  the  original  lease  to  the  Midland,  was  made  to  the  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Canal  Company.

In  the  year  1870,  Oliver  Charlick,  then  president  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
Company,  proposed  to  the  people  of  Smithtown,  as  a  plan  for  extending  the 
Northport  branch  of  the  Long  Island  railroad  from  Northport  to  Port  Jefferson, 
that  the  people  should  form  an  independent  company,  raise  by  subscription  to  stock 
and  pay  in  cash  $80,000,  and  then  issue  bonds  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  construct 
the  road,  the  bonds  to  be  guaranteed  by  the  Long  Island  railroad  ;  the  road  to  be 
leased  from  its  inception  to  the  Long  Island  railroad,  which  should  operate  it. 
The  company  was  formed  under  the  name  of  the  Smithtown  and  Port  Jefferson 
Railroad  Company.  Articles  of  association,  dated  June  3,  1870,  under  the  general 
Rallied  Law,  chapter  140,  Session  Laws,  1850,  and  amendatory  acts,  were  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  June  9,  1870.  Capital  stock,  $200,000,  number 
of  shares,  8,000,  $25  each,  and  a  contract  in  writing  embracing  the  above  and 
including  a  lease  for  twenty  years  was  made  with  the  Ix)ng  Island  Railroad  C<)m- 
pany.  The  town  of  Smithtown  subscribed  for  $50,000  of  the  stock  and  issued 
bonds  for  that  purpose  and  to  that  amount,  the  avails  of  which  were  paid  in.  The 
company  raised  and  expended  over  $80,000  pursuant  to  the  agreement,  and  then 
issued  its  bonds  to  tha  amount  of  $600,000,  dated  September  1,  1871,  payable 
September  1,  1901.  The  bonds  were  executed  by  the  Smithtown  and  Port  Jeffer- 
son Railroad  Company  and  sent  to  Mr.  Charliclc,  president  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  Company,  to  receive  its  guaranty.  Mr.  Charlick  kept  possession  of  the 
bonds.  They  were  sold  at  about  eighty  per  cent,  the  proceeds  received  by  the 
Long  Island  Railroad  Company  and  expended  as  far  as  necessary  in  constructing 
the  road.  Between  $400,000  and  $500,000  were  so  expended.  This  company 
never  had  and  never  could  get  a  satisfactory  statement  as  to  the  balance  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  bonds.  It  has  not  been  accounted  for  by  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  Company,  but  it  is  understood  they  claim  to  offset  it  against  the  claim 
which  they  set  up  against  this  company  for  Interest  paid  on  the  bonds  and  the 
running  expenses  of  this  road. 

The  road  was  completed  and  open  for  travel  in  the  winter  of  1872-8.  The  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company  has  since  been  and  is  now  operating  the. road.  It  pays 
all  running  expenses  and  repairs,  receives  and  keeps  all  the  earnings,  and  renders 
to  this  company  no  account.

The  South  Ferry  and  Sea  Side  Direct  Transit  Company  was  organized  under  tlie 
General  Railroad  Act  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  railroad 
under  the  powers  and  privileges  granted  by  chapter  583  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  provide  for  excavating  and  tunneling  and  bridging  for  trans- 
portation purposes  within  the  villages  and  cities  of  this  State,"  its  articles  of  in- 
corporation being  filed  August  18,  1881.  ^ 

It  adopted,  as  its  route,  an  underground  tunnel  of  the  width  of  thirty-six  feet 
under  the  surface  of  Atlantic  avenue  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  from  near  tlje  Soutb 
ferry  to  a  point  between  Third  and  Fourth  avenues ;  thence  by  an  open  cut 
through  private  property,  to  be  purchased,  and  by  a  tunnel  under  the  intersecting 
streets  to  the  city  line  of  New  Utrecht,  Gravesend,  Flatlands  to  Rockaway,  Insler 
and  Coney  Island. 

In  May,  1882,  the  company  having  previously  obtained  the  consent  to  its  con- 
struction of  its  road,  of  the  majority  in  value  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
fronting  on  that  portion  of  Atlantic  avenue  under  which  its  tunnel  was  to  be 
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bailt,  applied  to  the  mayor  and  commissioner  of  city  works  for  their  consent 
thereto  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  as  being  by  virtue  of  chapter  518  of 
Laws  of  1881,  the  local  authorities  in  charge  of  such  avenue  for  that  purpose. 
On  September  29,  1882,  an  answer  was  returned  by  these  officials  declining  to  act 
under  the  act  in  question.  On  October  17,  1883,  an  application  was  made  to  them 
by  the  company  to  reconsider  this  course,  which  request  was  granted,  and  the  ap- 
plication of  this  company  is  now  being  examined  by  them. 

A  similar  application  is  pending  before  the  common  eouncil,  to  whom  it  was 
made  in  January,  1883.

The  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Company  was  organized  April  14, 
1880.  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  run  preliminary  surveys  and  the  route  was 
permanently  located,  and  negotiations  for  right  of  way  and  building  of  road  com- 
menced. On  or  about  the  30th  day  of  June,  1883,  this  company  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Staten  Island  Railroad  Company  of  the  following  import,  to- 
wit :  This  company  agreed  to  lease  the  railroad  and  ferry  line  of  the  Stat«n 
Island  Railway  Company  for  the  term  of  ninety- nine  years,  to  operate  the  same, 
and  to  pay  $4  per  share  per  annum  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  railway  company, 
being  $56,000,  and  $3,600  for  administration  purposes,  and  the  interest  of  the 
first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  lessor  company,  amounting  to  $21,000  per  annum  ; 
the  lease  to  become  operatiye  when  the  Staten  Island  l^pid  Transit  Railroad 
Company  had  completed  its  line  from  Vanderbilfs  Landing  to  Tompkinsville. 
This  line  was  completed  July  31,  1884,  and  the  leased  line  turned  over  on  that 
day.  About  November  13,  1883,  this  company  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Erastus  Wiman  to  build  and  equip  its  line  of  road,  and  the  work  at  the  present 
time  is  being  rapidly  pushed  toward  completion.

The  Union  Hailroad  Company  was  organized  under  and  in  pursuance  of  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entitled  *' An  act  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  railroad  companies,  and  to  regulate  the  same,"  passed  April  2,  1850. 
The  articles  of  association  were  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  the  city  of  Albany,  January  20,  1851. 

The  Union  railroad  is  constructed  to  form  a  connection  between  the  northerly 
terminus  of  the  Patterson  and  Hamapo  railroad,  in  the  boundary  line  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York  and  the  New  York  and  Erie  railroad  at 
SuiTern  station,  in  the  town  of  Hamapo,  in  the  county  of  Hockland  and  State 
of  New  York.  The  Union  railroad  was  leased  by  the  Union  Hailroad  C^upany, 
September  10,  18o2,  to  the  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  has  ever 
since  been  operated  and  maintained  by  the  latter  company  and  its  successors  (now 
the  New  York,  Lake  Eric  and  Western  Hailroad  Company)  under  said  lease  and 
as  a  part  of  its  main  line.  The  lease  does  not  provide  that  expenditures  made  by 
the  lessees  for  additions  and  betterments  are  to  be  refunded  to  such  lessees. 

The  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  Union  railroad,  including  lands,  right  of 
way,  etc.,  was  $50,000,  which  was  furnished  and  advanced  by  the  Paterson  and 
Hamapo  Hailroad  Company,  to  which  company  the  Union  Railroad  Company 
transferred  the  said  lease,  and  the  rents  thereof  are  paid  by  the  lessee  to  the 
Paterson  and  Hamapo  Hailroad  Company.

The  name  of  this  incorporation  by  law  is  the  Kings  Coanty  Elevated  Bailwaj 
Company.  It  is  organized  in  pursaanoe  of  what  is  known  as  the  Rapid  Transit 
Act,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1875.  The  require- 
ments of  that  act  and  of  the  commissioners'  proceedings  thereunder  have  been 
conformed  to  and  complied  with  by  the  company,  but  the  beginning  of  the  actual 
construction  of  the  railways  has  been  delayed  by  proceedings  in  law  and  other- 
wise, not  incurred  by  the  action  of  the  company.  A  consent  of  the  municipal 
authorities  respecting  the  routes  of  the  company  was  given  by  the  resolutions  of 
tlie  l)oard  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  finallv,  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1883,  and  those  resolutions  were  approved  by  the  mayor,  January  10,  1^. 
The  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  recently  rendered,  has  for  the  first  time 
defined  and  settled  the  rights  of  the  owners  of  land  adjoining  the  street  routes  of 
elevated  railways  within  a  municipality.  The  purport  and  effect  of  that  decision 
seem  to  require  the  company  not  onjy  to  get  the  consents  of  such  adjoining  owners 
but  by  agreement,  or  iA  the  manner  prescribed  by  statute,  to  make  compena- 
tion  to  them  as  and  when  the  use  of  streets  is  taken.  The  company  has  been  for 
some  time  and  is  now  diligently  acquiring  such  consents  and  making  arrange- 
ments, so  far  as  it  reasonably  can,  with  such  owners  for  lawful  and  proper  com- 
pensation. Upon  ascertaining  the  measure  of  proper  compensation,  so  that  tbe 
company  can  calculate  an  approximate  amount  of  damages  to  be  paifl  to  such 
owners,  it  is  prepared  to  begin  the  actual  erection  and  construction  of  the  railways 
according  to  the  obligatiorw  of  its  charter  and  franchises,  and  complete  the  work 
and  have  the  railways  in  operation  within  the  time  therein  specified.
